36. (New) The method of claim 35, wherein the step of receiving said subscriber attribute 
comprises receiving said subscriber attribute that identifies said subscriber as a consumer of said 
provider, and wherein the step of analyzing said subscriber information data store to determine 
said subscriber's desirability in relftion to said provider comprises analyzing a purchase of the 
consumer to determine said subscriber's likelihood for another purchase of said provider. 

37. (New) The method of claim 35, v^ierein the step of receiving saiid subscriber attribute 
comprises receiving said subscriber attribute that identifies a profession of said subscriber, and 
wherein the step of analyzing said subscriber information data store to determine said 
subscriber's desirability in relation to said provider comprises analyzing the profession of said 
subscriber to deteimiae said subscriber's desirability to said provider. 

38. (New) The method of claim 35, wherein the step of receiving said subscriber attribute 
comprises receiving said subscriber attribute that identifies a property ownership history of said 
subscriber, and wherein the step of analyzing said subscriber information data store to determine 
said subscriber's desirability in relation to said provider comprises analyzing the property 
ownership history of said subscriber to determine said subsCTiber*s desirability to said provider. 
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I 39. (New) The method of claim 35, wherein the step of receiving said subscriber attribute 

j comprises receiving a questionnaire response from said subscriber, and wherein the step of 

I analyzing said subscriber information data store to determine said subscriber's desirability in 

j relation to said provider comprises analyzing the questionnaire response of said subscriber to 

I determine said subscriber's desirability to said provider.

40. (New) The method of claim 35, wherein the step of receiving said subscriber attribute 
comprises receiving a purchase of a product by said subscriber, and wherein the step of analyzing 
said subscriber information data store to determine said subscriber's desirability in relation to 
said provider comprises analyzing the purchase of the product to determine said subscriber's 
likelihood to purchase a complimentary product provided by said provider. 

41, (New) The method of claim 35, wherein the step of receiving said subscriber attribute 
comprises receiving a purchase of a competitive product by said subscriber, and wherein the step 
of analyzing said subscriber information data store to determine said subscriber's desirability in 
relation to said provider comprises analyzing the purchase of the competitive product to 
determine said subscriber's likelihood to purchase a product provided by said provider. 
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
